tie public.

ficient tu pay for the new and more 
desirable site.

FREE .SEED DISTRIBUTION TO 
NEEDY HOMESTEADERS 


The Department of the Interior Has 
Taken Important Action to Help 
Homesteaders in’ Alberta Who 
Suffered From the Drought of 
Last Season—Distribution of Seed 
Wheat and Oats to be Made. 


Calgary.—The Dominion  govern- 
ment will help out’ the .homsteaders 
in the province this year who suffered 
as a result of the drought last sum- 
mer. Such information was learned 
from J. Bruce Walker, commissioner 
for immigration for Canada. : 

“Owing to drought last year in the 
south, the crops were poor in some 
places. A great many new settlers 
who have been obliged to feed them- 
selves and provide for their stock, 
find a difficulty in getting seed for 
the coming year. In all cases where 
a homesteader is in financial diffi- 
culty, and when he*is a homesteader 
on unpatented lands, the interior de- 
partment has decided to assist him 
by providing the necessary supply of 
wheat and oats. 

“This will only be given to home- 
steaders who have made entries prior 
to the first of Ju'y, 1910. The ,distri- 
bution of seed will take place in 
Southern Alberta, from such places 
es Warner, Coutts, Taber, Lethbridge, 
Winnifred, Bow Island, Burdett, Medi- 
cine Hat and Irvine. 

Continuing, Mr. Walker said: 

“It was originally intended that 
this distribution should take place 
about Feb. 20, but owing to the sue- 
cession of severe snow storms in the 
province, and the consequent block- 
ing of the trails, the distribution has 
been deferred until March 14, when 
the necessary supply will be placed 
on cars at the places mentioned for 
distribution to those homesteaders 
whose applications have been receiv- 
ed and ace»pted. 

“The system of distribution will re- 
quire the homesteader to present ot 
the point of distribution the authority 


sent to him by the commissioner of | 


immigration at Winnipeg. On the 
presentation of this authority the 
grein will be handed over and the re- 
ceint for same taken, 

“No application for seed grain will 
be received at Winnipeg after the 
first of March,

{not Ahab nor all the prophets of Baal 
should flee for his life at the threat of 
this wicked woman when it seemed 
that he was needed so much just at 
that time to lead the people back to 
the God who had answered by fire. 
By a look in the wrong direction he 
j seemed to lose his hold on God. Like 
| Peter, when he saw the wind boister- 
ous, he began to sin (Matt. xiv, 30). 
| If we would be established we must 
always see the Lord alone and re- 
|member if God be for us who can be 
| against us. 

As he sat under a juniper tree far 
away in the wilderness he realized 
that he was no better than others and 
not worthy to live. The conflict was 
| too severe, and he would fain be at 
rest. He was a man just as weak as 
any of us and strong only in the Lord. 
|The Lord, who is always full of com- 
| passion, had not forsaken His weary 
and discouraged servant, and as Le 
lay and slept one of those — blessed 
ministering spirits (Heb. i, 14) pre- 
pared something for him to eat and 
drink and awaked him that he might 
be refreshed with food as well na 
sleep. Again he slept, and again he 
was awaked to partake of more food, 
in the strength of which he went forty 
days and forty nights unto Horeb, 
the mount of God (verse 8). 

There he lodged in a cave, and the 
same Lord who cared for him at Che- 
rith and Zarephath must have cared 
for him at Horeb, but what were his 
meditations? Did he think of him to 
whom the Lord here appeared in the 
bush that burned, but was not con- 
sumed, and who here fasted forty 
days on two different occasions? Did 
he think of the thunders and light- 
nings and quaking of the mount at 
the giving of the law (Ex. iii and 
xix), and did he long for sonie mani- 
festation of God? Could he forget the 
answers from heaven on~ Carmel ‘so 
recently? But many days- or even 
weeks had passed since then, and he 
had not been in full fellowship. It 
is a sad thing to lose in any way or 
for any length of time the conscious 
fellowship with God which is our 
privilege. : 

Well, in due time the word of the 
Lord came to him with the question, 
“What doest thou here, Elijah?” 
(Verses 9, 13.) His answer each time 
was that he had been very jealous for 
the Lord God of hosts and that he 
was the only prophet Jeft and they 
were secking his life (verses 10, 14). 

After his first reply he was told to 
go forth and stand upan the mount 
before the Lord, Then came a great 
wind which rent the mountains and 
broke in pieces’ the rocks before the 
Lord, then an earthquake and then a 
fire, but it was not until after the 
fire there came a still small voice that 
Elijah heard the second question, 
“What doest thou here?” After ofl 
that he had just seen and experienced 
his answer is the same, and he is still 
occupied with himself and his zeal for 
God and his importance to God, 

He was a man of mighty deeds and 
evidently thought that only in some 
mighty way could Israet be cleansed 
from her idolatry. God has a way 
so different from our way  ofttimes 
(Isa. lv, 8, 9), and it ‘becomes us 
to hear and heed His voice, “TI will 
work, and who.shall hinder it?” (Isa, 
xliii, 13).) How suggestive and 
searching his commission now as well 
as the twice repeated “What doest 
thou here?’ “Go, return, anoint 
Elisha to be prophet in thy room; I 
have left Me seven thousand in 
Israel” (xv, 18). Let us never think 
that we are the only helpers the Lord 
has nor that we are all important to 
Him, lest He’ set us aside and appoint 
another.

Agnes Deans Cameron Writes 6t 
Women of the West. 


Guiltless of Kindergarten, Mothers’ 
Meetings, or Women’s Clubs, witli 
no household column in the daily 
press, or “Votes fot Women” in the 
market-place, without having heard 
a single sermon on the “duty of the 
homemaker,” the Indian woman of 
the Canadian West and Nofth is a 
faithful wife and ideal mother. Het 
childten are taught to reverence and 
respect theit parents, to be kindly to 
one another, to earn theit own living 
by the work of their hands. They 
worship a Great Spirit, and look for- 
ward to a future state, sharing the be- 
lief with the rest of us that “there the 
good shall be happy.” 

In the adjustment of white burdens 
to red backs, the respective duties of 
man and wife are ciearly defined, to 
the woman falling the heavy end of 
the burden. A man claims his wife 
when he can prove himself a mighty 
hunter, with skilt of gun and trap 
sufficient to provide food for two. 
This is his part of the bargain, and 
he resolutely does no more. When 
he has succeeded in bringing down a 
bear, a moose, or a caribou, indicat- 
ing the scene of the kill with broken 
twigs or a blazed tree, the man 
Frandl’y walks back to camp empty 
handed. Burdened as she may be by 
two or three children clinging to her 
skirt, as well as by the papoose upon 
her back, it is the duty of the woman 
to set out from camp, find the spoil 
and drag the quarry back to the 
tepee. Arrived at camp, it is she 
who skins the animals and dresses 
the flesh for food. Hers, too, is the 
task to scrape the skin, cure it, tan 
it, and work it up into garments for 
her household. 

Solomon's eulogy of Mrs. Owl-pluck- 
ed-out-his-eye or Mrs. Red-sky-

CANADA’S FUTURE. 


A British Official’s Tour and His 
Opinion. 


Of late yeara the Colonial Office haa 
adopted the excellent policy of mak- 
ing their officials familiar with the 
Dominions at first hand. 
Dominions 
branch of the Coloniel Office, and the 
permanent secretary of the Imperial 


| Conterence, has just returned to his 


official duties after a tour of eight 
weeks in Canada. “It was not m. 
first experience of the Dominions,” 
said Mr. Just, “for Mr. Chamberlain 
took me out with him on-his tour in 
South Africa. My recent journey in 


Canada arose from th: Conference of | 


1907. when several members gave ex: 
pression to the view that it would be 
an_advantage if members of the Col- 
onial Office, especially those in the 
Dominions Departmené, had personal 
acquaintance of {+e countries with 
which they had business dealings. It 
was with this idea in view that I 
went to Canada, and I.do not wish to 
pose.in any way as an expert on 
business affairs. I have 
been simply a traveler, taking a 
traveler's Late view. I landed ut 
Quebec from the Empress of Britain, 
saw Mcntreal, stayed for a few days 


at-the-Governinent-House at-Ottawa;> 


and then went straight across to 
Vancouver and British Columbia. On 
my way back East I dropped off at 
various places, such as the Okanagan 
Valley, for the fruit farming, and the 
Arrow Luke. Two days I spent at 
Banff, a place of great resort for 
Canadians in the summer. One great 
attraction there is the National Park, 
where herds of moose and a few of 
remaining buffaloes are kept. 
Sir Wiltrid Laurier was there at the 
time, and I had a long conversation 
with him, but the matter was entirely 
confidential. 

Ca:iada made a great impression on 
me. It is a land of immense possi- 
bilities which few of us in 
country are able to realize without 
actually visiting there. On every 
hand T saw evidence that the Cana. 
dians were taking full advantage of 
enormous possibilities of their 
country in wheat growing, mining, 
or fruit farming. But the land as 
compared with the people is out of 
all proportion, 
ing aloud for a ‘arger population, and 
a larger population it must have tf 
its development is to proceed on the 
fullest lines. This applies more par- 
ticularly in Western Canada and 
British Columbia. I:, those parts of 
the country the skilled agricultural 
luborer and the farmer are wanted, 
men who have an expert knowledge 
of land and are able to put it to good 
use. Much of the lund in favorable 
situations, that is, in near proximity 
to the railway line, is taken up, but 
as the railway system extends this 
difficulty will be met.” - 

Mr. Just’s attention was called to 
the recent importation of Canadian 
peaches into England. ‘This is al- 
most what I expected. They came 
from Ontario, 1 believe. but districts 
further west, British Columbia, for 
instance, are yrowing fine fruit. The 
question is: How can you get frifit 
from those faraway places into the 
English market? To the original cost 
hus to be added the cost of freight 
over many thousands of miles of land 
and sea, At the present time British 
Columbia is supplying the country as 
far east as Winnipeg with fruit, but 
the British Ganimblane want to do 
greater things and extend the sphere 
f their operations. In respect of 
fruit the people of Winnipeg are 
fortunately situated. A great deal of 
the early fruit from California is sent 


to that city, and later in the year 
they reap the advantage of the Brit 
ish Columbian harvests." Mr. Just 


said that his knowledge of the fish- 
gries of British Columbia would not 
low him to pass judgment on the 
‘Suggestion of Sir George Doughty, 
M.P., for introducing a race of white 
fishermen on the coast. But he point. 
ed out that the fishing industry of 
that province is largely in the hands 
of the colored races. Railway develop. 
ment had interested him greatly, 
especiully the construction of the 
Hadson Bay Railway, the first sod of 
which hus already been cut.

empty acres, but are we getting, at 
least potentially, ‘Canadians for Can- 
ada’? In our dealings with the new- 
comers are we taking pains to en- 
sure that ultimately they shall be 
“Canadians for Canada,” and not a 
bi) incoherent mob of alien peo- 
ples 

Everywhere throughout the Domin- 
ion, alike in east and west, this is 
the insistent problem of our time. 

The big cities are face to face with 
the problem. They are fast becoming 
cosmopolitan—cities of little ‘foreign 
quarters,” where immigrants of one 
race can cling together and retain 
for years their. peculiar speech and 
customs, not at all to the advantage 
of the community as a whole, e 
of the English tongue feel mild cur- 
iosity, or perhaps a little repulsion, 
when we are joatled in streete and 
cars by people whose rapid s h is 
to our ears unmeaning, and, as a 
tule, we escape quickly from contact 
with them and leave them to atrugg'e 
on as they can, making or marring 
this new country aa may chance. 

Unless our attention has been call- 
ed specially to the foreigners, it is 
not easy to realize whut multitudes 
of them have recently settled in our 
midst. Jews and Italians in Toronto, | 
for instance, may be counted by thou. | 
sands, and the group from the Balkan | 
Peninsula (Turks, Roumanians, Serv- | 
ians, Bulgarians and Macedonians) | 
numbers over fifteen hundréd souls. | 
They are chiefly of the peasant clava, | 
working as laborers, though among:t 
them have come a few tradesmen and 
a few students, who are attending | 
various schools and colleges. The, 
great majority are illiterate, and have 
been brought up in a@ religious aud 
political atmosphere very d.fferent) 
from our own. It is, therefore, no} 
eusy matter to bridge the dividing | 
gulf between them and us, and at) 
times these immigrants niust suffer | 
grievously from the effects on our 
ignorances and their own, 

Some of the small houses on East- 
ern avenue are crowded with Muce- | 
donians, who work with pick and 
shovel till the frost forces them tw | 
be idle. Not all become destitute, but 
they live eioed eae As muny aa 
seventy herd together in one small 
house, sleeping in rows on giuttressea 
icked up from ‘‘the dump,’ cooking 
in the little yards on ru.e fireplaces 
built of loose bricks, tearing out the, 
woodwork of the old houses when 1n | 
desperate straits for fuel, but genera!- 
ly behaving themselvea with due re- 
gard to law and order as represent- 
ed in the person of a sympathetic 
and benevolently-disposed police offt- 
cer on the beat, who listens ‘patiently 
to their efforta at English and ia at 
pains to pick up something of their 
tongue. casionally, when one of 
them is in luck’s way, they get in a 
barrel of lager beer and try to forget 
their troubles in a carousal, At such 
times the whimn may seize them to 
turn out from the suffocating, over- 
crowded houses into the clear, sturlit 
night, @nd then, hand in hand, they 
will circle round like children in 
some strange dance of their far-d.s- 
tant native land, breaking the still- 
ness with weird songs and the thump- 
ing of their heavy boots on the old| 
wooden sidewalks. But two years ayo 
the situation grew desperate. Help- 
less from their inability to communi- 
cate with those about them, work for 
them was not to be had, in a season 
when at the best there is little de- 
mand for unskilled Jabor, and at 
length the authorities deported a 
large number of them.

BURIED TREASURE. 


War-Time Secret Lurks In an Ontario 
Marsh. 


Many and varied are the stories ot 
lost treasures. It would seem al- 
most that in all the earlier settled 
districts of Ontario there are treas 
ures buried to find which would mean 
eternal opulence to the fortunate 
finder, Many of these stories are 
undoubtedly myths, but it is equally 
true that a goodly number are based 
upon more or less authentic facts, so 
that a story of a lost treasure that in 
itself evidences a considerable degree 
of reasonableness, and is substantiat- 
ed by material evidence and the word 


of people yet living, may not be un- 
interesting. 


About midway between the towns 


of Oshawa and Whitby, on the north | 


shore of Lake Ontario, is situated 
what appears at the present time to 
be nothing more than a bleak, barren 
marsh, with its uninviting bogs and 
dense overgrowth of rushes and vege. 
tation peculiar to such places. It 
was not always thus, however, for 
many years ago this same area was 
a body of water of considerable depth, 
being in reality a bay of the lake, 
The story goes that during the wa: 
with the United States in 1813 the 
bay afforded shelter to a Canadian 
schooner while engaged in carry goid 
specie from Kingston for the pay of 
the militia stationed at York. Tha 
vessel was sailing up the lake befora 
a brisk sou’easter late in the after. 
noon of a September day in the year 
1813, and when a few miles west of 
Oshawa harbor it sighted an Ameri. 
can boat, one of the pirate type that 
were prevalent on the great lukas 
during the war and wrought havoc 
with Canadian vessels. The captain 
knew the coast fuirly well, and he 
immediately thought of the bay as a 
means of escape, reckoning that the 
American boat, being of greater 
draught, would be unable to navigate 
the comparatively shallow entrance. 
With all haste he put into the bay, 
and his surmise proved to be correct, 
for, while he was able to work u 

the bay till he was a considerable dis- 


tance from the luke, the gunboat, by | 


reason of its draught, was unable to 
enter. Not to be daunted, the Ameri- 
cans stood off us close to the shore 


as they dared and commenced to bom- | 


bard the Canadian boat. The cap- 
tain, fearing lest they might land and 
attack him on shore, thought it best 
to unload his cargo and endeavor to 
conceal it in the woods back from 
the shore. The task was extremely 
arduous because of the absence of 
any semblance of a dock, involving 


the necessity of carrying the gold in | 


small boats as far inshore as possibie, 
and shouldering it the remainder ,of 
the distance over the bog and un- 
certain footing which old stumps and 
sunken logs provided, 

By dint of perseverance inspired 
by the momentary feat of assault at 
the hands of ‘the enemy, the task wua 
finally accomplished and the treasure 
Ory secured in concealment. 
Darkness began to fall over the land, 
which added security to their position, 
since it afforded more complete con- 


cealment ,and because of the fact that | 


the Americans, when there was iu- 
sufficient light to enable them to di- 
rect their fire, simply sailed away, 
to the great delight of the defencelesa 
Canadians, Anxious to reach York 
and the protection of its fort, as soon | 
as they felt assured that the enemy | 
had abandoned the attack, they be- | 
gau the work of reloading prepara- 
tory to continuing their voyage. It 
is not hard to believe that the task 
was most difficult, considering that 
all was absolute darkness by now and 
the nature of the ground over which 
they had to carry the kegs of gold, 
nor is it at all improbable that, as 
the story goes, one of the kegs was 
crepe during the handling from the 
small boat up to the side of the 
schooner. Means were not at hand to 
recover it, and indeed had they pos- 
sessed facilities it might have been 
impossible to locate it and extricate it 
from the mucky bottom of the little 
bay. So, having finished loading, 
they weighed anchor and were soon 


| glad to be once more on the open lake 


and on a fair way to a place of safety. 


Chiefly through one of the crew, | 


who was on the spot and saw the 
keg drop into the water, a William 
McGann, has the story been handed 
down. The bay has been long since 
emptied of water by reason of the low- 
ering of Lake Ontario and the deposit 
of sediment, but it is not known that 
the treasure has ever been recover2c. 
Many have sought in vain and some 
have made the spot the mecca of their 
financial peregrinations. Divining 
rods and various devices have been 
used in the endeavor, and the ap- 
pearance presented by many of these 
treasure-hunters working in the light 


of a lantern at the dead of night is | 


extremely ghost-like. A number of 
cannon balls have been picked up 
in the vicinity, both by those engag- 
ed in the quest and by farmers work- 
ing in the fields nearby, but the nest 
of the sandsnipe or the piping curlew 
is more apt to be encountered than 
the now submerged treasure of war 
times.

Of all Roman 
Catholic bishops in Canada there is 
none more interesting than Arch- 
| bishop Langevin of 8t. Boniface, 
| Manitoba. Gossip or current rumor, 
says that Archbishop Langevin has 
lately put under the episcopal ban 
| the more secular Catholi: papers of 
| Quebec, notably Le Canada, La 
| Presse, La Patrie, and Le So!eil, all 
more or less opposed to the ‘‘Nation- 
| alist’”” movement, and tied up to old- 
| time politics; while he has excepted 
| Le Devoir and L’Action, the former of 
which is Mr. Bourassa’s own organ 
and the latter supports him. is 
| grace has denied the statement. Pre- 
‘ cisely, which is right, ia not of pro- 
found interest to the ordinary observ- 
tr, who is, however, keenly interested 
in the cuse of a bishop who could 
have been credited even inaccurately 
with tuking sich a step. 

| His Grace of St. Bonilace is deeply 
| intereste! in one phase of politics; 
the preservation of the French lan- 
guage in Canada. He was born in St. 
Isidore, Quebec, in 1855. For seven 
years he was professor in the Univer- 
sity of Ottawa.

eight years in the church; most of 
that time spent in missionary work in 
the West, where he has shrewdly stu- 
died Canadian life in the making.

Among Swedes 
and Germans, Mennonites, Finland, 
ers, Icelanders, Poles, Ruthenians, 
| English, Irish and Scotch and many 
amore, the merely French part of the 
community is a comparatively ‘small 
element.

| bishop can best understand how tha 
| Roman Catholic cleric feels as tha

up Now other tongues plus the over- 
whelming English have become domi, 
nant; and whether the priest is right 
or wrong he is at least sincere in his 
| efforts to preserve the tongue of old 
France and of new France in that 
part of the world. 

Archbishop Langevin is well fitted 
to champion any Oprareauy losing 
| cause. He. has a fine fighting physique 
and great force of character. He has 
been many years a builder; pushing 
the work and the influence of his par- 
ish and later of his diocese into the 
remotest parts of the polyglot gate- 
way to the West, not only among new- 
comers and wheat-growers and towns- 
men, but as well among the native red 
men who also represent a lone element 
in the march of progress.

Cream one-halt cup of butter with 
a cupful of brown sugar, add three 
beaten eggs, a cupful of molasses, a 
gill ot sour milk, a teaspoonful of 
baking soda dissolved ‘in a table- 
spoonful of hot water, a scant one- 
half teaspoonful each of cinnamon 
and ginger and flour to make a dough 
that can be rolled out. ‘Roll into a 
sheet one-half inch thick, cut into , 
rounds: with a small cutter and bake 
in a hot oven. Dust with powdered 
sugur when done. 


| Rhinoceroses With Two Horns. 


Several species of rhinoceroses, now 
extinct and only found in a fossil 
state, used to exist which had no 
horns at all, The name, meaning as 
it does “horned nose,” is rather a 
misnomer in their case.
